In the first place we have to select or ‘ breed up’’ a strain of stock seed of the highest excellence, and then we have 
to carefully examine each crop at different stages of growth to eradicate any ‘‘rogues’”’ orimperfect specimens that 
may appear, Different seeds attain perfection best in certain soils and climates; all this has to be taken into ac- 
count, and while many are grown best in this lecality, others are grown far north, etc. All the crops are raised for 
us under special contracts and are carefully inspected by us during growth. 

Certain vegetable seeds and many flower seeds attain their highest perfection in various sections of Europe— 
such we have always imported from the most reliable growers. The past year our Mr. Burpee spent the entire 
summer in Europe, principally in England, France and Gerinany, visiting the seed farms and trial grounds of the 
largest and most skillful seed growers, and securinz the finest stock of seeds to be obtained. Thus, although our 
seed warehouse is located in Philadelphia, herein are stored seeds from widely separated countries. Our seed trade 
is not confined to local limits, but extends into every State and territory, and also to some extent abroad. It is there- 
fore imperative that our seeds should be, as they are, suited to all climates. 

Our old customers, whose orders we have the pleasure of filling year after year, and to whose kind recommenda- 
tions we owe so much of our success, need no new assurance of fidelity on our part. This catalogue will be read, 
however, by many who have as yet never planted our seeds, but whose orders we hope to receive this season. It is 
for such we would state that wz WARRANT OUR SEEDS to be ¢horoughly reliable, first-class in every respect, in so 
far that should any prove otherwise, we will refill the order gratis. 

Not only in the quality of our seeds are we prepared to serve our customers satisfactorily, but also in the execu- 
tion of orders. We have the largest mail seed business in Philadelphia, and many days we receive from 600 to 700 
letters in the ywtorning mailalone. Toattend to all these letters and properly fill the orders requires a most careful 
system—and yet with such a system as we have in active operation, we can more surely prevent mistakes than can 
other seed houses that have no special organization for the working of a mail seed trade. All orders are recorded 
the same day as received, and the office work pertaining thereto completed in the offices on the ground floor; they are 
then ready to be filled the day following. The second floors of both buildings (Nos. 219 and 221 Church St.) are 
completely fitted up with several thousand drawers, bins and compartments, in which are kept a full assortment of 
seeds, not only in bulk, but also in packets, ounces, one fourth pounds, pounds, pint and quart packages, hundreds of 
thousands of these being neatly done up before the busy season commences, so that with our other complete arrange- 
ments we are enabled to accommodate a very heavy rush of orders with promptness and care. It is our rule to fill 
all orders the day after they are received by us, and we guarantee the safe arrival at destination, whether sent by 
mail, express, or freight. 

In conclusion, we request your careful perusal of the following pages. Our prices, we feel sure, will be found as 
low as good reliable seed can be sold. Some varieties,particularly certain kinds of Onion Seed, Wrinkled Peas andSeed 
Potatoes, are higher in price this year than last, owing to short crops.

How to Send Money. Money can be sent safely 
either by post-office order, bank draft, express, or regis- 
tered letter. On orders over $2.00 the cost of remitting 
by any of the above methods may be selected in extra 
seeds free, and we hold ourselves responsible for the 
safe receipt of all money so sent. Every postmaster is 
obliged by law to register any letter on the payment of 
ten cents extra postage. It is generally safe to send 
small sums in an ordinary letter. 

Postage Stamps, which can be bought from any post- 
master, are often necessary to make the proper change. 
We accept new, unused postage stamps of any denomi- 
nation, the same‘as cash. We prefer 1 ct. and 3 ct. 
stamps. 

C. uv. D. When so desired we will send seeds C. O. 
D., by express, if the purchaser gives good reference in 
this city, or in liéu of this send 25 fer cent. of the money 
with the order, balance to be collected on delivery. C. 
O. D. shipments cost the purchaser extra on return 
money charges, and give us additional trouble, therefore 
it is always best to send money with the order. Plants 
will not be sent C. O. D., neither can goods be sent C. 
O. D. by freight. 

Correspondence. Any information or special prices 
on very large orders, will be given by correspondence. 
Purchasers asking questions requiring an answer will 
please write them separate from the order. Attention 
to this will greatly oblige us, and help lessen the vast 
strain of work upon us in the busy season.

The value of these for stock feeding cannot be over- 
estimated.

I planted in old, worn 
out ridge land, sandy and clay soil. The ground had 
been sprinkled with a little barnyard manure and plowed 
well, twice before planting. I manured in the drill with 
fresh cow manure, when lanted, and covered with a 
hoe. I harrowed it once, hoed it twice and plowed it 
once. _Every stalk had one good ear on it, making forty 
ears of sound corn. Now for the estimate. The corn 
averaged two and a half feet each way, one ear to the 
stalk. This would be 6960 ears of corn to the acre, 
Suppose it takes 110 ears to make a bushel, that would 
be a fraction over 63 bushels to the acre. Our average 
corn will shell a bushel to the 100 ears. At that rate it 
would be over 691% bushels to the acre. Our ordinary 
corn, in this country, does not make more than 25 or 30 
bushels per acre, with the same cultivation, soil, manure, 
etc. 

Then it was rather late in the season for planting ridge 
in this section. So I must attribute the yield to the va- 
riety of seed corn I planted.

Altogether, these four crops, 80 hogs, made an average 
of about 665 pounds ; 24 of them ranging from 700 to 
g21 pounds. These figures are all, of course, dressed 
weights.
